Tha rebel laadera Immediately took advantage 
of thl*, and their emrineera hegaa at once 
the eotstrucliou of a chain of fori* surround- 
ing Mobil? on three sides— oa the north, the 
west sad the south. The Alabama river, with 
iho harbor derenaee deaeribed below, are sup- 
poeed to be s suOlcUal defense on the east side 
These forts sre thirteen la uumbei. They are 
earth woiks, of course, but ths experience 
of this war has taught us how formidable 
these are whea properly constructed and 
mounted with a suitable armament. These 
works were constructed by the beet engineer 
ing talent la the South. Only six of them 
were onslructed in lnrtd. The remaiuini; 
seven were built In IMS, and sll of them were 
carefully Inspected last spring. Each tort is 
comp'ete la llsell.snd each oae will prove s 
terrible obstacle. But there Is a weak point 
in this Hue of defensive works. Owing to the 
^ .information of Ihe ground aud the large ex- 
tent of ihe line to be defended, it waa found 
impossible to adopt the same system In the 
erection ot these works that was used at Rich- 
mond, where the capture of any one of the

Washington, August 15. 

Plenty of rumors are ia circulation here to- 
day In rearard to naovaaaoet* of the dig rent 
armies in Virginia, moat of which are undoubt- 
edly without foundation. There seems to ba 
little doubt, however, thst important changes 
are going on in the disposition of rebel forces, 
which, of course, must cause corresponding 
movements ou the part of tha Union ermine, 
w^lch *i)l t«ke soma lime to develop. 

The Njw York Herald's Ciiy Point corre- 
spondent of the 14 h says bat little tiring has 
<> eurred for a week past, until yeeterdey 
morning. At tt t a, heavy firing waa heard 
ia the direction 01 D»ep Bottom, and steady 
and sometimes furious cannonading waa kept 
up all day. 

The stuck was commenced by tha enemy 
snd proved to be an attempt to dislodge with 
artillery certain working parties of ours They 
seamed to have just discovered their batiariea.
